community, give it your support publicly. Don't sit back 
and say a newspaper has not courage to say what's wrong 
until you yourself rise above the almighty dollar and stand 
for truth, honesty and justice. 


It is the individual and noi the newspaper that hasn't 


moral courage. Newspapers reflect the wishes of the peo- 
ple and the community «s a whole and are the result of 
existing conditions which may be changed, if at all, by 
individual effort.—Marysville, Kan., Advocate-Democrat.

New Machine 


Cuts Firebreaks 


While forestry officials from Well- 


ington nn>l Ban Pran'ciseo looked on 
in nwnzciiiC'nt nm! elation, e new m<;- 
clmnicnl method of cutting firebreaks 
through heavy brush in the moun- 
tains was demonstrated at Barley 
Flnta, bnck of Mt. Wilson, Saturday. 


The new contrivance wa.« declared 


to be. of tremendous importance to 
entire Southern California because of 
its bearing on the brush fire situa- 
tion. One of the big difficulties of 
handling brush fires in tho hills has 
been the inability to get enough men 
to cut firebreaks fast enough to head 
off the fire. The mechanical contriv- 
ance being experimented with demon- 
strated it will do the work of from 
100 to ir>0 men, according to George 
Cecil, supervisor of the Angeles na- 
tional forest. 
' The new machine consists princi- 
pally of a giant V which is suspend- 
ed under a big road scraper carriage, 
which in turn is pulled by a caterpil- 
lar tractor. 


In the demonstration Saturday the 


contrivance was plunged over ridges 
and down into canyons through the 
heaviest kind of virgin brush, leav- 
ing in its wake a path about eight 
feet wide strewn with broken a%l 
uprooted brush. The .machine pro- 
ceeds about as fast as a man would 
walk.

Then they laugh—for any one 
of them could enter a minstrel show 
without any further makeup. 


Last night's battle has been won; 


but the war is not over. Word is re- 
ceived from the government weather 
bureau (where sits the chief scout) 
to prepare for more cold. Tank wa- 
gons and tank trucks now pass over 
the various battle fields, renewing 
the supply of oil in those gallant 
heaters. 


And in the meantime the morning 


breeze carries the oil smoke blanket 
to the distant ocean, where it is ve- 
hemently damned by pilots. People 
in far-away cities (not understanding 
the situation) sniff the air and de- 
clare it a shame that those citrus 
ranchers should be permitted to so 
contaminate the atmosphere. Mer- 
chants apologize to their tourist cus- 
tomers and proclaim that something 
must be done.

bles. Nor would the many vacation 
resorts—scattered up and down tlio 
state—be destined to have our names 
upon their registers. Yes; and those
